Test Two Serums, 


Nelther of these vaccines must 
be believed to be a-cure. They are 


merely preyentives, Both of them 
contain the pollo yirus—not a bac- 


terlum, but a poison. The Parks- 
Brodie vaccine containg the “killed” 
virus and Doctor Kolmer's contains 


the greately weakened virus. Both 


have been known to produce in anl- 
mals an immunity which lasts about 


two years. How long it will last in 


human beings has not yet been de- 
termined, for it has not yet had suf- 


ficient test.
